| anthracite than in any other description of coal, and causes its extreme hard- 
nest. To overcome this force, and to separate the to a suflicieat 
distance from each other to enable the chemica! affinity of the oxygen for the 
carboo to overcome the attraction of cohesion which exists between the par- 
tick» of carbon for each other, a greater heat is necessary than for the pro- 
duction of the same effect in any other description of fuel. Uvoless, there- 
fore, the heat to which the anthracite coal le exposed be sufficiently intense to 
overcome thie cohesive attraction, no chemical! unioe between the ox 

and carbon takes place. Whatever, therefore, lowers the temperature of the 
burning fuelauffieleatly to restore the preponderance of the attrection of co- 
hesion over that of the chemical affimity, at once stops the combustion, act- 
withstanding the otherwise fa bie cir t in whieh it may be 
placed, in consequence of a rapid draught, or whatever elee tends to promote 
combastion la ordioary cases. If, however, the fuel be maiutained at a high 
temperature, a comparatively smal) supply of air will maintain the bus 
tiow, although it will not produce the marimum effect which under other cir- 
cumstances will be obtained. Fur, in this case, the product of the combus- 
tion escapes In the state of carbonic oxide ; in the other—viz., that of com- 
plete combustion—the product is wholly carboale acid gas. 

Whea anthencite is suddenly thrown into a het furnace it splite into inaw- 
merable small pieces, and these lie so close together that they effectunliy stop 
the immission of the air necessary to support the combustion. ‘The catreme 
frangibility of anthracite, when thus suddenly heated, arises fron carboa 
being a siow conductor of heat ; from which cause the outside portions, whea 
heated, expand and separate from the inner and colder paris, which in turn 
detach themselves from the still more central portioes. With coke aod char. 
coal this effect Is obviated by their porosity, which gives to the mass a suffice 
clent degree of clastity to resist this action—aad with commea coal the elas 
ticity is produced ¢ bitumen, The frangibility of anthracite may, how- 
ever, be almost entirely obviated, by slowly heating it before it enters the 
fornace. By this menos the combustion is greatly promoted, and the greatest 
possible effect will be prodeced when this ts aed with the method of in- 
troducing heated air into the furnace. 

Several methods have lately been tried for obtaiaing an artificial fuel pos. 
sessing greater calorific power than coal or coke. Various mixtures a 
been proposed, consisting principally of coal dust and coal tar—sometimes 
simply in this blaary combination, and sometimes mixed with calcareous si- 
Netous, and other substances. The addition of coal tar undoubtedly increases 
the heat which may be obtained from a@ given weight of fue!, for calculating 
by the theoretical data already gives, it appears that if the coal tar be coa- 
verted into two-thirds carburetted hydrogen, and one-third carbouie oxide, it 
will produce froma given weight about 30 per ceat. more heat then coal. Pro. 
fessor Buckland has described the reaulis of some experiments made on this 
deseription of fuel (Report Brit. Scien. Assoc,, vol. vii. p. 85), by which the 
increase of effect appears very considerable, Bat the mode of experimenting 
fe not sufficiently detailed to judge how much of the effect Je due to the che- 
mical nature of the mixture, and how much to the difference fo the quality of 
the coal with which the comparison was made. The only mode of obtain 
any deflaite resalt would he by comparison of the same quality of coal-arel 
in ite ordinary, and then in its compound estate. Whatever be the value of 
the iaveation, however, as a means of obtaining a higher ealorifie power, in 
agiven weight of fuel—a subject of the highest importance in steam oaviga~ 
tiow—it Is certain that it posseses considerable merit as a mode of applying 
beneficially two nearly valneless articles—vig., coal dast and coal tar.
